The smelting furnace fulfilled Its plan IQ? percent. The replacement of 
graphite furnaces with crucibles accelerated the melting of bronze. Ore loading 
was mechanized, and at present work Is In progress toward mechanizing the 
crushing and loading of sinter. Because of manpower shortage, seas workers 
In the ameltlig plants worked at two or three furnaces each.

3 days ahead of schedule. It Is expected to Increase the production of raw 
lead In the enterprise by 50 percent.

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BJeteowic" and "J&atreb&e" enterprises, by Installation teams from the Bor 
and fifetica mines, or by other Yugoslav enterprises.
